closes. No one saw the unknown man

ger, William 'Crump, to see that the 
man . was quickly taken out "Ofi^Wrt? 
building. As I turned to continue my 
work at the desk there was a terrtae- 
explosion, and I thought the buHdiiisf 
was coming down. The man had-not 
time to reach the cashier, the explosion 
came so soon." 


BODY MANGLED.

Cashier McLear was sitting at his 


desk at the time and his body 
was 


badly mangled. 


At the time the explosion occurred 


all the vaults were open, books were 
piled on desks and papers of all sorts 
of value were lying on"desks. The ex- 
plosion devastated the interior of the 
big banking room. Glass and wooden 
partitions were wrecked. . Desks were 
ruined, and Iron bars were twisted; 
in fact there was hardly an object left 
intact in the room. At least six per- 
sons,' ill clerks were hurt, two prob- 
ably fatally. Three of the injured were 
to the hospital. 


The explosion blew every one In the 


bank room to the floor and for a mo- 
ment they were dazed. Fearing that 
the building, which is an eight-story 
structure, was falling, many of them 
made a rush for the door, Mr. Rushton 
among them.

ENVELOPED IN FLAMES 


Clothing Takes Fire When She Is Locked 


in Tenement and She Dies Later 


at Hospital. 


BOSTON, Jan. 5.—Kneeling on a 


burned bundle of papers, with her 
hands clasped as if praying for re- 
lief from the dreadful torture of burn- 
ing to death, Bertha Bevert, 16, who 
lived with her mother at 262 Paris 
street, East Boston, was'found en- 
veloped in flames, alone and locked In 
the tenement She died at the Relief 
Hospital.

cries been heard by a- neighbor, Mrs. 
Mclsaacs. 


Bertha was kneeling over the stove 


baking an apple when her hair com- 
municated with the fire in the stove, 
and In a twinkling she was ablaze. 


Mrs. 
Mclsaac's cries soon caught 


the ear of Mrs. Crosby, who lives un- 


derneath the Bevcrt tenement. The 
latter rushed upstairs, took the key 
from under the mat and then opened 
the door. 


The spectacle which met the gaze 


of Mrs. Crosby was ghastly In the ex- 
treme. There, In the center of the 
parlor, with her hair burnt of£ and 
her body as brown as a berry, was 
Bertha, kneeling and madly swinging 
her arms In pitiful supplication. 


Mrs. Charlotte Scott, another occu- 


pant, rushed to the girl's aid. A citi- 
zen sounded the fire alarm and soon 
the apparatus was on the scene, fol- 
lowed by the police ambulance. 
Six 


stalwart police officers hastily mount- 
ed the stairs and tenderly picked up 
the girl and carried fier downstairs 
to the ambulance. 


As she was being taken to the am- 


bulance her mother, Mrs. Sarah B. 
Bevert, entered the house, and when 
she saw her daughter, fainted. 


Bertha was taken to the City Hos- 


pital Relief Station, where from the 
beginning little hope was held out 
for her recovery. 


The fire was extinguished with 


slight damage.

But when the daily press denounces Schmitz, 
now that he has abandoned .those tactics and is demanding a trial, 
as a mere bluffer who is intent only on affecting public opinion, 
we cry a halt, and again demand fair play. What else can the man 
do but ask trial speedily? It may be that Judge Dunne—whom we 
know to be an honest man—correctly interprets the rules of proce- 
dure and that the defendant Schmitz cannot be tried until the ob- 
jections ofUhe defendant Ruef to the validity of the joint indictment 
have been decided upon; but, if so, the rules of procedure should be 
altered to more nearly fit the rules of common sense and common 
justice. 


"It is infamous that a man really desirous of speedy trial upon 


a charge of felony, must wait until the long-drawn-out dilatory tactics 
of 
another 
defendant 
are 
exhausted. 
And 
while 
it 
may 


be that Schmitz is playing a part arranged for him, it may be, on the 
other hand, that he is not. At any rate, he is entitled to be taken at 
the face of his affirmation. The benefit of the doubt is legally and 
morally his. 


"Of one thing we are sure, and that is that the daily press of 


San Francisco is steadily causing a reactionary feeling of disgust by 
its exhibition of bitter unfairness, and that this reaction in public 
sentiment, if it continues to increase, wll make' it hard to convict 
the grafters, even if they are overwhelmingly proven to be guilty. 
The sense of fair play is so strong in the American breast that we 
all instinctively go to the defense of the meanest yellow dog, when 
that yellow dog is being unjustly and inhumanly abused. Ruef and 
Schmitz, if they escape, will owe their freedom, in a very great meas- 
ure, to the indecent and inexcusable assaults of the daily press, which 
cannot be contented with the bad truth, but must fill its sensational 
columns with exaggerated abuse and with a discordant clamor for 
violent measures which shock every sense of fair play and squarj 
Dealing." 


This view of the matter is worthy of attention because it is an 


honest opinion from a man who has always been opposed to Schnitz 
and his political affiliations. Lack of candor and integrity cannot be 
counted among the faults of the editor of the Star, who is as fair 
as a man so controlled by his prejudices can be. In this instance his 
sense of justice has revolted against what he deems to be a denial 
of fair play. While he believes the worst against Schmitz he think<= 
the Mayor is entitled to a square deal

Tactics of a Corporation Pirate. 


A batch of cases brought before Police Judge Shortall, in San 


Francisco, furnished an admirable illustration of the way public 
service corporations render obedience to laws designed to curb their 
rapacity. 
Because the United' Railroads would not run a sufficient 


numbers of cars to accommodate the traffic the cars were habitually 
overcrowded, passengers clinging tt> the stanchions and standing on 
the footboards in preference to walking to and from their places of 
business. Numerous accidents were the result. People were kil'e<' 
or injured daily because the street' railroad company was trying to 
make one car do the work of two.' •• 


As a measure of public protection the Supervisors passed an 


ordinance forbidding passengers to stand on the footboards or cling 
to the outside of moving cars. ' The corporation obeyed this ordi- 
nance in a characteristic fashion. 
The conductors first collected 


fare from passengers standing- on the footboards or hanging to the 
stanchions and then ordered th«m' to get off in the name of the law. 
.When they refused the conductors called a policeman and had them 
arrested for violating the ordinance. 


Judge Shortall very properly dismissed the charge against every 


man who had paid his fare, and instructed the police to hereafter 
arrest every conductor who collects fare from passengers riding 
contrary to the ordinance. 


It is plain that the United Railroads is making a mock of the 


Jaw. It refuses to furnish the -public with adequate accommodations 
and resorts to a despicable imposition to defeat the ordinance and 
discerdit the Supervisors who voted for it. When spoken to in re- 
gard to this exhibition of faithlessness, the manager cavalierly says 
his company protested against the enactment of the ordinance. Be- 
cause he objected to its passage, he assumed with the effrontery of 
liis class that he was justified in making it an instrument of plunder 
and humiliation. No wonder the United Railroads Company is an 
object of universal detestation in San Franci&co. It is greedy, inso- 
lent and lawless—a rapacious organization without soul or conscience 
or a sense of decency.
